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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to use a printer driver used in detecting a 
specific image. 

Independent claim 21 identifies the uniquely distinct features " wherein said 
outputting step outputs the result to a forgery preventing module in an operating system 
which uses the result obtained in said judging step to output an instruction for executing 
a predetermined display to a display driver. " 

Independent claim 47 identifies the uniquely distinct features " wherein said 
outputting step outputs the result to a forgery preventing module in an operating system 
which uses the result obtained in said judging step to output an instruction for 
terminating a spooling operation. " The closest prior art Shimada et al (US 5,795,082) 
teaches a conventional method of printer driver used in detecting a specific image, 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious (to be used in combine of other claimed limitations). 

Shimada does not teach a forgery preventing module that is a module of the 
operating system program and that the printer driver outputs the result to the forgery 
prevention module of the operating system. 

Ordinary and customary meaning of "printer driver" by those skill in the relevant 
art is: A software program designed to enable other programs to work with a particular 
printer without concerning themselves with the specifics of the printer's hardware and 
internal "language."
